HURRICANE POINTS 
NOSE TOWARD WEST

SITKA, 
Alaska, Sept. 30.—W>~ 
The Russian monoplane, "Land of 
the Soviets." was safe hero today 
after fighting 
its way through 
heavy fog for the greater part of 
its 600-mile flight from Seward. A 
cheering throng greeted the four 
fliers on their arrival at this his- 
toric city, capital of Alaska during 
Russian occupation. 
The monoplane, which is attempt- 
Ing a 12,000 mile flight from Mos- 
cow to New York, took off from 
Seward at 11:11 a. m. 
(Pacific 
Time) yesterday and landed here 
at 8:45 p. m., negotolatlng the dis- 
tance In 7 hours and 34 minutes. 
Fear was felt for the safety of 
the fliers yesterday, owing to mis- 
interpretation of radio 
messages 
sent out while In flight. The mes- 
sages Chief Pilot S. A. Shestakov 
explained, were merely information 
they were about to change their 
course In an effort to dodge heavy 
fog banks. 


They were interpreted, however, 
as SOS signals, and preparations 
were made to send Coast Guard 
cutters to the aid of the supposed- 
ly stricken plane before It -'was 
sighted passing Cape Spencer, less 
than 100 miles north of Sitka. 
The Russians began preparations 


for refueling at once and announc- 
ed they probably would take off 
for Seattle, approximately 700 miles 
distant, tomorrow.

antic. Their destinations were the 
Italian steamer, Sallna, aground 
off Manzanlllo Reef, the Danish 
steamer, Scandla, a wreck off the 
Bahamas, and the British freight- 
er, Domlra, which ran aground off 
Great Aabaco last Tuesday. 
Wireless messages related

Debris littered many of 
the Keys that lay in the path of 
the storm, but Key West escaped 
with little losses. 


At Homestead,

Poultry Association were set at a 
meeting of those interested In live- 
stock and poultry at the chamber 
of commerce Saturday afternoon. 
F. N. Drane and H. M. Montgom- 
ery were the principal speakers at 
the meeting. 
Jack Megarity, president of the 
Association, presided at the meet- 
Ing, and announced that the poul- 
try show, a proposed livestock ex- 
hibit, and the installation of a milk 
market were the principal items to 
be brought before the meeting. 
After some discussion it 
was 


agreed to hold the annual poultry 
show on Dec. 5. 6 and 7 if a suit- 
able building could be found- 
It 
was also'planned to hold an exhib- 
it of blooded livestock in connec- 
tion with the poultry show. Charles 
Willmans reported that it would 
be possible to secure the state pe- 
can exhibit at the show If it was 
desired, and he was Instructed to 
Invite the display. 
Chairman Megarity named the 


finance and building committees to 
prepare the details for the show: 
Finance—N. Suttle Roberts, Chas. 


O. Jwtor, H. B. Bomar, W- O. Har- 
well and D. C. Ring. 
Building—Jack Megarity, Charles 


Willmans and Joe Parrlsh. 
F- N. Drane, 
recently named 


chairman of the agricultural com- 
mittee of the Corsicana chamber 
of commerce, was then presented. 
Mr. Drane declared that livestock 
and poultry were essential factors 
In a well-rounded program of ag- 
riculture, and would aid In combat- 
Ing the Devils of the one-crop Sys- 
tem. Stresses Diversification. 
He asserted that it was difficult 
to convince the1 farmer that he 
should embrace diversity, But he 
declared that there was nothing big 
In any one branch of agriculture, 
and that a combination of diversi- 
fication, dairying and other branch- 
es was a much wiser method of la- 
bor. 


Thftjjow is an economic and phy- 
sical necessity on the farm, Mr. 
Drane declared, for with the aid of 
the cow, the farmer is enabled to 
supply a much better living for his 
family, adding 
solid 
substantial 


foods at ~a much lower cost than 
those at which, they could be pur- 
chased. 


The presence' of livestock on • the 
farm enables the farmer to make 
use of some time that would other- 
wise be wasted- He asserted that 
everything but the raw materials 
provided by nature Is the result of 
man's time, brain and brawn. 
This section of the state is not 


well adapted to truck farming, the 
speaker stated, and if it were, mod- 
ern transportation would 
almost 
nullify the efforts of the farmers 
of this section. 
He urged the farmer to take ad- 
vantage of every opportunity to 
provide food for himself and his 
family; it is a mistaken idea, he as- 
serted, that a man can buy food 
cheaper than he can produce it. 
Fall to Profit By Others. 
Farmers, he asserted, are always 
reluctant to profit, by the exper- 
iences of others. He recounted the 
efforts of the farmers of the At- 
lantic seaboard to restore the fer- 
tility of their soil after they had 
been badly depleted for decades. 
Texas today is robbing its soils, he 
asserted, and yet the people seem 
to care lltfle for the fact. Navarro 
county is making some progress in 


their efforts to protect the soil, but 
much more can be done. East Tex- 
as is nearer prosperity than Cen- 
tral or West Texas, he asserted, be- 
cause the farmers have realized 
their problem and are doing their 
best to remedy the situation. 
He 


recommended terracing and winter 
cover crops as means of protecting 
and restoring the fertility of the 
soil. 


Henry 
Gentry, county 
agent, 


then introduced H. M. Montgom- 
ery, manager 
of the 
Southern 


Creameries, who briefly discussed 
the milk market that has been es- 
tablished in Corsicana. He stated 
that his company had been using 
the surplus milk of the county for 
several years but that they could 
not buy all of it in the past; through 
new arrangements, 
a year-round 


market for milk has been estab- 
lished In Corslcana, and the farm- 
er will always find a market for 
his milk. 


He asserted that the production 
at present would not Justify 
the 


establishment 
of 
milk 
routes 


through the county at present, but 
that they might be expected in the 
future. 


In the discussion which followed 
it was brought out that Corslcana 
and Navarro county farmers vrare 
receiving higher price per butter 
fat pound than several towns where 
there is a cooling station or milk 
plant. The company will purchase 
either sweet or sour 
cream, 
or 
whole milk. 


Harwell Introduced. 


President Megarity then Intro- 


duced W. O. Harwell, recently em- 
ployed as manager of the Corslria- 
na chamber, of commerce. 
Mr. 


Harwell assured those present from 
the rural districts that every busi- 
ness man in Corslcana was both 
selfishly and unsejfishly interested 
In the prosperity of the farmer. He 
pointed out that arrangements had 
been made for members of the dairy 
and asrriculture committees to hold 
a conference with East Texas lead- 
ers during the East Texas Fair at 
Tyler, and learn from them first- 
handed methods used In building 
up production and realizing 
the 


most out of their livestock. 
These committees1 are working at 
present under a handicap, he de- 
clared, because they have not tan- 
gible goals set for their efforts. He 
declared that any practical sugges- 
tion that might be offered would 
be welcomed by the commltees and 
assured the rural citizens that the 
chamber of commerce was for their 
benefit as well as for the urban 
population.

ASSEMBLY LEAGUE ADJOURNS 


(By the Associated Press) 
Prime 
Minister Ramsay Mao- 


Donald Is on his way to America 
to give a considerable section of 
the public a chance to see In per- 
son 
that 
a "socialist" premier 


whose government 
controls 
the 
strongest navy in the world Is a 
friendly and likeable sort. 


He aims to "narrow the Atlantic" 
by removing misconceptions aris- 
ing from distances and to strength- 
en by direct conversations with 
President Hoover the "friendly un- 
derstanding achieved during many 
weeks of distant correspondence." 
At Geneva, the tenth assembly of 
the League of Nations concluded 
Its sessions on Wednesday in an at- 
mosphere

Candidacy Needed 
Mr. Sharpe declared, "Every move 
on the political checkerboard makes 
the call more Insistent for W. A. 
Tarver to become a candidate for 
governor." 
"As a statesman, Tarver stands 
head and shoulders above any Tex- 
an on the political horizon," Mr. 
Sharpe declared. "He Is an orator, 
a democrat without affixes or pre- 
fixes. 
"He has been a prohibition leader 
in the state for years.

SIX BODIES TAKEN 


FROM GAS FILLED 
MINE NEAR POTEAU 


POTEAU, Okla., Sept. 28. 


(AP) — Recovery of the bod- 
ies of six miners from the gas 
filled chambers of the Num- 
ber 7 mine of the Covington 
Coal company 23 miles north 
of here, today 
definitely 


established the death of eight men, 
all who were In the mine when 
an explosion occurred there late 
yesterday. 
Two miners, Jeff Shelttm and 
William Cares, both of Poteau, 
were killed outright Cares' body 
was hurled 200 feet from the mouth 
of the mine. 
The others were found huddled 
in an entry at the extreme end 
of the mine's passageways, dead 
of asphyxiation from after damp 
which' filled the chambers. 
They were James Howard of 
Cameron, Okla., Herman Curetan 
of Panama, Okla., Hutson Smith, of 
Panama, Joe Eudoo, Shady Point, 
Robert Hanson of Panama, and 
Willoughby Wells of Shady Point. 
Rescuers Work In Shift* 
A volunteer rescue crew of min- 
ers worked all night in short 
shifts, six men in a squad, be- 
fore they were able to penetr.ate 
to the, bodies. One of the victims 
had stumbled to the deepest room 
in the mine over heaped debris 
in his efforts to escape the bil- 
lowing clouds of death. 
The last few hours of work were 
accomplished without 
hope 
of 
finding any of the men alive. 
The rescue men were hindered 
by laclr of gas masks. They made 
their way through 
the deadly 
fumes slowly, erecting bulkheads 
as they went to check the gasT 
and to preserve the air which 
was pumped into the mine. 
Miners expressed belief the ex- 
plosion was occasioned by the fir- 
ing of dynamite charges, at the 
end of the day to loosen coal 
for the next day's work.

Cropi Deteriorate. 
Practically all growing crops in 


he Eleventh District deteriorated

report. 
"The 


heavy rains which have fallen over 
a large portion of the district since 
lept/ 1, however, have in most In- 
tances effectively 
broken 
the 


Irouth and will be of material ben- 
fit to those crops which have not 
.'et reached maturity. 
The rajns 


were of particular benefit in North- 
western Texas- where 
they 
were 


needed for the maturity of late row 
rops, and for the preparation of 
wheatlands and the 
seeding of 
mall grains. 
The department 
of agriculture 


stimated the prospective yield of 
ottn In Texas on September 1 as 
,107,000 bales as compared to an 
indicated 
production of 4,798,000 
bales on August 1 and an actual 
production of 5,105,000 bales In 1928. 
The extremely 
high temperature 
and the lack of moisture caused 
deterioration in the crop seldom 
equalled In rapidity or severity; in 
addition to this, many portions of 
the southern half of Texas have 
sustained severe losses as the re- 
sult of insect activity, many fields 
being infested with every insect 
known to the farmer. In many In- 
stances, poisoning has had little or 
no effect. In fact, there are many 
fields which will yield practically 
nothing. 


Pesta Were Active. 
In portions of the West, West- 
center, Central, East and 
South 
Texas, root rot has taken a heavy 
toll. In the northern hall of Texas 
insect activity has caused very lit- 
tle damage but the high tempera-

ture* ffA Ant weather, skated the 


growth of the plant and caused 
premature opening of the bolls 


high per- 
cotton 


Owing to the unusually 
centage of late 
plantfi 


abandonment has beeri heavy ant 
the plants have fruited poorly. Re- 
ports Indicated that bolls generally 
are small and the staple short. 


The general rains which fell over 
the state during the first half of 
Sepember relieved the drouthy con- 
dition but the concensus of opinion 
is that they caused very little Im- 
provement In the crop. While the 
moisture will tend to cause unopen- 
ed bolls to mature more normally 
and some of the cotton was still 
blooming will mature additional 
bolls, the damp weather will un- 
doubtedly Increase the activity of 
Insects which in many Instances 
will preclude the maturing of a top 
crop. Picking In most sections has 
advanced rapidly. 


In Louisiana, the drouth greatly 
reduced the threat of weevil dam- 
age and did not affect plant growth 
so adversely as In Texas. While the 
condition of the crop In Oklahoma 
showed a decline greater than the 
average, the weevil damage was 
not as great as earlier expected. 
The department! of agriculture 
reported that the condition of the 
Texas corn crop was 60 per cent 
of normal on Sept. 1, as compared 
to 74 per cent a year ago. The es- 
timated production was placed at 
81,550,000 
bushels, which 
repre- 
sents a decline of 5,246,000 during 
the month. 


The Texas rice crop remained In 


_ >od condition 
throughout 
the 


month. Peanuts were reported at 
58 per cent of normal condition, 
with an indicated yield of 77,708,000 
pomids. 


Weather Extremely Dry. 
The extremely dry weather dur- 


ng August over North, Northwest 
and West Texas and some of the 
southeastern counties of New Mex- 
co, brought about rapid deterlora- 
:ion in the condition of 
ranges. 


Range grasses were becoming dry 
and browned and feed was getting 
short; stock water was scarce in 
many localities. In most other sec-

Born in England, Mr. Johnson 


and his parents moved to Cape of 
Good Hope, South Africa, when he 
was about four years old and re- 
mained there for some time.

Completing his work in a college 


In. Dublin, Mr. Johnson went to 
London where he was apprenticed 
to an apothecary for a five year 
term, and after finishing his train- 
Ing, he was licensed by the Phar- 
maceutical association, and turned 
his eyes to America, settling 
in 


Cleveland,-Ohio, in 1873. 


Came Here in 1879. 
He returned to England for a 
time and when he 
returned 
to 
America made his home in Corsl- 
cana. This was in July or August 
1879. On or about October 1, 1879, 
Mr. Johnson opened his drug store 
in Corsicana and since that time 
has conducted his business with- 
out Interruption. A few years ago 
he sold his holdings to a 
group 
headed by W. P. Brown but the 
veteran druggist maintains an ac- 
tive interest in his former store 
and may be found there almost ev- 
ery morning in the year. 


Mr. and Mrs. Johnson were mar- 


ried in the Episcopal Church 
in 
Corsicana in 1880 and will celebrate 
the fiftieth anniversary next year. 
Mrs. Johnson is also a native of 
England and came to this country 
with her father, mother, brother 
and sister, about the same time Mr. 
Johnson emigrated.

In addition ot his business Inter- 
ests, Mr. Johnson has found time 
to serve his municipality. He held 
a place on the board of aldermen 
for eight or ten years, and served 
as mayor for four years. During 
his mayoralty, the public library 
was built, and the ground occupied 
by the Sam Houston school was 
purchased from the Catholics; it 
had been formerly a convent. 
Served Corslcana. 
He has also served lengthy terms 


on the school and library boards. 
Shortly after the I. O. O. F. Wid- 
ows and Orphans Home was estab- 
lished in Corsicana about 1885, Mr. 
Johnson became affiliated with the 
order and has been a prominent 
member since that time filling ev- 
ery place in the subordinate lodges 
and on up to the place of past 
grand representative. 
He was a 
member of the home board for 
many years, and still takes an ac- 
tive interest in the home. It is his 
custom each year to present some 
appropriate token to the child mak- 
ing the highest average 
In each 
grade in the home school. 


Notwithstanding the fact that he 


is past the four-score mark, Mr. 
Johnson is remarkably agile, and 
takes a keen Interest In all public 
affairs and in sports. He asserted 
to the reporter, "You will find me 
downtown almost every morning, 
but I like my baseball and I usually 
remain near my radio in the after- 
noon." 


The pioneer citizen took and avid 
Interest in the play-off In the Tex- 
as league, keping a score of each 
game and a composite score for 
the series, and he displays a thor- 
ough knowledge of the game with 
his discerning comments. 


Mr. Johnson recalled during the 
past few days that he is the only 
survivor of the business leaders of 
his day, and named over many of 
the leaders of Corslcana industry 
who were active when his shop 
was opened, but who are now de- 
ceased.

FROST, Sept. 28.—With an un- 
usually large number of entries In 
the livestock and poultry classes 
and exhibits from seven rural com- 
munities, the second annual exposi- 
tion of the Frost Community Fair 
is attracting visitors from all por- 
tions of Navarro and Hill counties 


Congressman Luther A. Johnson, 
representative from the sixth dls- 
tirct of Texas to the United States 
congress, made the initial speech in 
the huge new exposition building 
of the fair association erected dur- 
ing the past few months. 


Judging in all classes of exhibits 
was under way Friday with hun- 
dreds of visitors from Interested 
communities patiently waiting the 
judges' decisions. It was expected 
that the judging would be complet- 
ed Friday with the exception of the 
horse and mule classes In which 
the entry lists were not closed un- 
til Saturday morning. 
Permanent Building 


The big exposition building Is a 


permanent structure, fully enclosed 
but at the sametlme providing suf- 
ficient ventilation, with a commo- 
dious stage across one end, equip- 
ped with large dressing rooms. The 
structure is 68 by 118 feet. 


All of the community and wo- 
men's exhibits, along with mer- 
cantile exhibits are housed in the 
exposition hall, while the old taber- 
nacle Is being used for livestock. A 
tent has been erected to house the 
large poultry exhibits. 


Eight groups were entered In the 
girls' club work contests Including 
Rural Shade, Griffin. Jones Ranch, 
Blue Ridge, Lone Cedar, Tupelo, 
Bryan and Montfort. Each of these 
groups presented a complete dis- 
play of the work of the farm girls 
ranging from fine arrays of needle- 
work to canned fruits and vage- 
tables, along with neatly kept rec- 
ord books. 


Public School Booth 


One large booth In the center of 


the hall was devoted to an exhibit 
of the Frost public schools, aug- 
mented by 
several 
displays by 
members of farm boys' clubs. The 
school exhibit included safety, and 
fire prevention posters, maps, pic 
turcs and other examples of stu 
dent ingenuity. 


Community exhibits were enter- 
ed by Log Cabin, Brushy Prairie, 
Hackberry, Slay, Emmett, McCord, 
and Jones Ranch. 
Each of the 


displays presented adequate proof 
of diversification with showings of 
all kinds of garden products, honey, 
melons of various 
kinds, canned 
goods, 
corn, 
poultry products, 
grains and feed stuffs, in additioi 
to the staple 
cotton which con- 


tinues to be the chief money crop. 
All of the displays showed a con- 
siderable amount 
of community 
pride. 


One of the unique features of the 


fair was a large collection of an- 
tiques which ranged from spinning 
wheels, clocks, old china and sil- 
verware down to clothes.

GERMANY DENIED 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27. 


(AP)—New evidence in the 
$40,000,000 sabotage claims 
against Germany, based up- 
on alleged responsibility of 
German agents for the Black 
Tom and Kingsland, New 
Jersey disasters of 1916 and 
1917, Is to be laid before the mixed 
claims commission. 
The evidence tells how Theodore 
Waznlak, who worked 
at 
the 


Kingsland Foundry and had been 
widely sought for more than 12 
years, appeared at the office of the 
German agent of the commission in 
Washington several weeks ago, ad- 
mitted the Kingsland fire started at 
his workbench, denied he was in 
the service of Germany and told 
how ho had lived in New York 
while the search for him was In 
progress. 


Tender of the evidence—a- mass 


of documents and 
papers 
filling 


five volumes—produced In the com- 
mission a state of tension virtually 
unmatched in the history of the 
body. Immediately, the American 
agent submitted objections to Its 
admission. This move brought 
a 
reply from the German agent, and 
now the commission must decide 
what pa,rts if any of the new ma- 
terial is to receive consideration. 


The new evidence also purports 
to meet United States charges im- 
plicating directly two other alleged 
German agents—Kurt Jahnke, ad- 
mitted head of the German secret 
service In thla country during the 
war, who has now returned to his 
home and become a member of the 
Prussian diet, and Lothar WltzKe, 
only German spy who ever

A debenture, primarily, is 
a certificate issued by a pub- 
lic official indicating an ob*' 
ligation of some kind. 
In 
the,'export debenture plan, 
this certificate 
would be 


.given in the amount of one- 
half of the tariff on goods 
exported—if 
there 
were 


such a tariff. 
However, in 


the United States there are 
only import tariffs, so the 
person 
exporting 
grain 


would receive a certificate, 
or a debenture, worth one- 
half the current import tariff 
on that grain. 
He could 
then apply this debenture as 
a credit against tariffs on 
anything he may import, or 
~ie could sell his certificate 


an importer who could so 


it. The government 


would not cash these deben- 
tures, but would accept them 
as cash when applied on im- 
port tariffs.,

comes from the latin "deben- 
tur," according

Dictionary. "Deberitur" was 
formerly the first 
word of 


documents or vouchers giv- 
en by the government for 
goods supplied to it, and

Beginning with Friday evening, 
October 4, 1929, Jewry the world 
over will usher in the festival of 
New Year, known in Hebrew as 
'Rosh Hashanah." 
Reform Juda- 
ism observes this holy day, as spe- 
cified In the Bible, for one day; 
while 
Orthodoxy 
observes two 


days. With the celebration of the 
New year on October Clh, the Jew- 
ish people will open the year J5690 
of the Hebrew calendar. Unlike 
the New Year's Day of January 1, 
Lhe Jewish New Year's Day Is a re- 
ligious occasion of great solemnity. 
In ancient days, when the Jew- 
ish people Ivied in Palestine and 
agriculture was Ite chief occupa- 
tion, the Hebrew New Year's Day 
marked the opening of the eco- 
nomic year. 
It occurred in the 


beginning of autumn because the 
season of the sowing of seeds ter 
gan with the fall. This system of 
the agricultural cycle of the year 
was used by all Semitic peoples, 
The Bible, however, does not refer 
to this festival as the New Year's 
Day, but the Jewish people, no 
doubt, considered it as such at a 
very early date. In the days of 
the Temple, they observed this day 
by abstaining from all labor, by 
bringing special offerings to the 
Temple of Jerusalem, and by blow* 
Ing the Shofar^-the ram's horn. 
With the exile of the Jewish peo- 


ple from Palestine, the agricultural 
and economic background disap- 
peared. The Jews, however, con- 
tinued to observe the New Year's
